mission to grant a reduction of 20% In freight rates on his railroad, 
the D. T. & I. Many people held, principally other automobile man- 
ufacturers, when the price of Ford cars was reduced last Fall, that 
Henry Ford, had lost his mind, and predicted his complete overthrow 
from'the Ford organization. 
Within six months it brought the Ford 


plant the greatest amount of business it ever had.

ner stocks are well liquidated.
